A rnaaa m eeting was held last evening 
a t Boyle H eights, to tak e action in th e 
m atter of th e delay of baikling th e via­ 
d uct and bridge over th e river on F irst 
street. 
Several hu n d red citizens were 
present, am ong them a largo delegation 
from th is side of tho riv er. 
T he m eet­ 
ing was ealled to order by Jo h n O ’B rien, 
who presided, an d T. H . W ard acted as 
Secretary. 
It w as stated th at th e object 
of the m eeting w as to devise m eans for 
relieving th e b uilders of th e viaduct of 
th e injunction w hich h ad stopped them 
from w ork, and w as delaying th e con­ 
struction of the bridge. 
Various m eas­ 
ures w ere discussed, an d it was finally 
decided th a t th e best th in g th a t could be 
done was to d raft a set of resolutions, 
em bodying the objects of the m eeting. 
TLe following w ere th en appointed a 
com m ittee on resolutions: M esare. W. 
H . W orkm an, J . W . B row ning, L. N. 
B reed, M. Teed an d D r. M urphy. 
The 
com m ittee retired, an d after a short 
recess, presented th e following resoln- 
tions, w hich were unanim ously adopted : 
“ W h e r e a s, T he people of Boyle H eights 
in m ass m eeting assem bled, having long 
endored th e inconvenience and dm age 
to th at portion of property aw ay from the 
business p art of th e city ; and, 
“ W h e r e a s , T h e relief long sought for, 
in the building and operation of the cable 
road and viaduct being n ear at h an d , has 
been suddenly c u t sh o rt by the granting 
of an injunction stopping the w ork, and 
is a great public calam ity and ought to 
be properly brought to th e attention of 
th e courts of th e county, th a t jueiice may 
be done u s ; and the condition of F irst 
street is such as to ecriously retard the 
grow th of th is section and th e whole of 
Los Angeles a lso ; and, 
W h e r e a s, C ertain parties 
claim ing 
dam ages by reason of th e erection of the 
viaduct on F irst street, n ot beiDg satisfied 
w ith th e arbitration and the aw ard of 
dam ages subm itted to in good faith on 
th e p art cf the city, are determ ined to 
indefinitely prolong th e dispute; and, 
W h e r e a s, T he Los Angeles C able R ail­ 
road C om pany having nearly com pleted 
th e F irst street viaduct, and are about 
ready to run cars, will be seriously in ter­ 
fered w ith .thereby retarding the b u ild in g ; 
now , therefore, be it

Resolved, T h at the com pletion of the 
F irst street viaduct and th e operation of 
th e road is of vital im portance, and th at 
steps be taken to procure the im m ediate 
dissolution of th e injunction pending 
against th e continued w ork on said via­ 
d u ct.” 
T he following resolution was cflered by 
T. H . W a rd : 
“ Resolved, T h at th e City Council be 
requested to place a sum of m oney to the 
credit of the C ity A ttorney, to be used 
by him in procuring additional legal 
assistance iu looking after th e city ’s io- 
terest in the m atter, so th a t he can go 
well prepared 
to ask for im m ediate 
relief.” 
A com m ittee, consisting of M r. L. N. 
Breed, W . H . W orkm an and F . J . Teele, 
w as appointed to obtain evidence and 
request a full attendance at th e trial of 
th e case in court.

was 
Senator G. F. Hear, of Massachusetts, 
whose kindly, old-fashioned, emooth- 
ehaven face and general ensemble re­ 
minded one of Denman Thompson, in 
the Old Homestead. 
Senator William 
B. Allison, of Iowa, was the next to 
claim attention,and with smooth-shaven 
npper-lip, showing a strong, resolute 
mouth, he looked like a man who would 
be hard to sit down upon. 
Senator J. 
N. Dolpb, of Oregon, would attract at­ 
tention anywhere. 
A tall, fire looking 
man, with long brown beard, besprinkled 
with silver, he carried himself with a 
martial 
air that 
would indicate 
early disciplinary training. 
Senator 
Pugh looks what he is—a prince 
among good fellows. A florid complex­ 
ion, with beard and moustache worn in 
the Southern style, he would impress a 
clubman as a good person to have in the 
next chair at dinner and the selection 
would be a good one, for the Senator is 
an eloqnent speaker and is recognized as 
one cf the beat lawyers and thinkers in 
the South. A SLIQBT ACCIDENT. 
Enquiry being made for Senator Eugene 
Hale, of Maine, disclosed that he was, to 
a certain extent, invalided as the result 
of a slight smash-up the day before, 
when traveling between San Jose 
and Haywards.

THE HARBOR LISCl'SSED. 
As foon as the train was well under 
wav the Senators took their seats to- 
go'her so that Dr. Widney, Chairman of 
the Citizens’ Harbor üommi'.te could 
show I item the charts of Sa i Pedro Bay. 
A number of imposing looking docu­ 
ments were at oue produced, and the 
Salons proceeded to examine them with 
great interest, Dr. Widney explaining, the 
while, the location of the proposed sea­ 
walls and the ad van tines tí be derived 
from the improvements. 
“ Is Wilmington Harbor the same as 
San Pedro?’’ asked Senator Allison ; und 
on being informed that it w as all one and 
the same thing, he remarked : “ Tit it is 
a mailer that has frequently puzzled me 
und doubtless also others of the Senate. 
The impression naturally is to imagine 
them to be different pieces of work alto­ 
gether.” 
Col. H. H. Markham joined in the 
conversation and aided Dr. Widney in 
giving the necesaary information in re­ 


ply to the many interrogations of the 
legislators. The Colonel explained that 
even if a good appropriation were recom­ 
mended, it was always cut down about 
40 per cent, by the Secretary of War, 
and that by the time it bad got through 
the whole routine the sum required was 
terribly diminished. 
“We will do better next time,” said 
Senator Allison. 
A minute later the 
Iowan, bringing hiB hand down on the 
spot marked San Pedro Bay on the map, 
looked Senator Pugh in the eyes and 
said: “ We are for this in this Southern 
country.” 
A nod was given in reply. 
After Dr. Widney had completed his 
descriptions, Senator Hoar, who is the 
Chairman of the Committee, went into 
the practical details, asking how much 
money was needed, and on being in­ 
formed ‘four millions,’ he said, “that 
would be half a million dollars you 
would want annually for eight years.” 
He then asked where the stone for the 
seawall was to be obtained, and when 
Catalina Island was mentioned as the 
source of supply, he said, “ but that is 
private property, and we wonld have to 
parchas.) tne material, for Senator 
Allison’s Confiscation bill for such pur­ 
pose failed to get through. I will tell 
you just how this matter stands,” con­ 
tinued the Senator. “The question of 
the San Pedro Harbor will come before 
the Senate through the medium of the 
Commerce Committee. 
Now, if the 
California delegation of that committee 
presses forward your claims in this part 
of the country, they will, of course, be 
considered first; whereas, if, on the 
other band, some other place should be 
mapped out as needing more immediate 
treatment, we would not care to over­ 
ride the suggettions made. Senator 
Dolpb is a member of that committee, 
and, although Oregon is not directly 
interested, yet, as Senator Jones, of Ne­ 
vada, is on it. aDd as he has considerable 
property in this vicinity, I have no donbt 
that he will look well after your interests. 
Senator Dolph, I am sure, will, for he 
has always taken the liveliest interest 
in all the improvements necessary for 
the Pacific coast.” 
“ Yes, Dolph’s a good man,” chimed 
in Senator Allison. 
8ENATOR DOLPIl’S OPINIONS. 
The Oregon representative was of 
course turned to by this channel of re­ 
marks, and he spoke very clearly and 
forcibly on the matter. “ I am in favor 
of all improvements of this nature,” he 
said. “1 think that as the Gavernment 
has the power to thus help any ceotion 
it shonld do bo with as much interest as 
would be felt in an individual improving 
his private estate. Your California dele­ 
gation haB always worked very hard for 
this harbor, and I have always supported 
the movement wherever it lay in my 
power to do so. The Coast appropria­ 
tions have, however, mainly gone to 
improve the Oakland harbor, because 
the representatives from that section 
showed by Btatistics that their trade, both 
commercial and foreign, demanded 
a first-claes harbor. It is possible that 
the desire will be to complete that piece 
of work before turning to this, though 1 
can assure you that your delegation is 
doing noble work in your behalf, and is 
aided materially by Senator Stanford/ 
A TRIP IN THE HERMOSA. 
By this time San Pedro was reached 
and, standing by the little depot, was 
Captain Banning, who had kindly of­ 
fered the use of his new steamer, the 
Hermosa, to the party for a spin around 
the bay. 
The noble craft rode proudly 
in the harbor and looked “as spick and 
span as a new shilling,” the bunting, 
which fluttered from her rigging, 
showing that she was in holi­ 
day attire.

and 
then away hounded the ship over the 
bar and on to the deep water beyond. 
The Senators went on the hurricane 
deck, where they could take unbroken 
observations, and Major Harry Patton, 
Register of the Land tffice, teized his 
opportunity and button-holed Senator 
Pugh on the subject of the reclamation 
of arid Government land by Congress. 
This, cf course, brought up the irrigation 
question, and on reference being made 
to the interview cent out from San Fran­ 
cisco, in which Senator Pugh was said to 
be opposed to irrigation, the Alabama 
representative said : “I was misquoted 
altogether in that report. What I said 
and now say is that I am in favor of the 
Government irrigating its own unentered 
desert lauds, but 1 am not in favor of the 
government paying out money to irrigate 
lands that have passed out of its hands. 
It is a constitutional question that 1 raise 
in the matter.” 
AROUND TUB BAY. 
The cruise was continued as fir as 
Point Firmin, where the Bteamer swung 
around so that the mammoth wharf, un­ 
der construction by the Southern Pacific, 
could be seen. Then a quick run was 
made back to the inner harbor, and the 
sightseers landed safely, amid expres­ 
sions of gratitude on their part 
at the hospitality of Captain Banning, 
and of admiration for his craft. 
A view was then taken from the bluff 
overlooking the bay, and by this time the 
special was in waiting again, so a start 
was made for Los Angeles. 
A LOOK ABOUT THE CITY. 
On arrival in the city, the Senators 
were driven to the Westminster Hotel, 
where an excellent lunch awaited them. 
During the course of the repast they 
expressed themsehes very freely regard­ 
ing what they had seen, and were cf 
unanimous opinion that the appropria­ 
tion should be obtained as scou as possi­ 
ble. A drive around the city wan next 
on the programme, and in open carriages 
the party went forth on a tour 
of 
observation. 
The 
new 
Fed­ 
eral building, the present Poetoflice, 
Sixth-street Park, the Plaza, and the 
principal business and residence thor­ 
oughfares were visited, so that the Sen­ 
ators could obtain a good idea of what 
Angelefios really have to boast of. On 
the return a H erald man asked them 
individually what they thought of the 
surroundings. 
Senator Hoar said: “I am surprised, 
and yet there is no occasion for any sur­ 
prise. Ttiere is every reason why you 
should have a Handsome and thriving 
city, for you have a glorious climate, un­ 
equaled natural advantages, and an en­ 
terprising people.” 
Senator Dolph remarked that, after all 
he had heard of this city, he naturally 
expected to see a good deal, “ but,” said 
he, everything has entirely surpassed 
my expectations.” 
Senator Allison said: “Don’t ask me 
about it—I could not loll yon what I do 
think—I am simply amazed.” 
Senator Pagh was even more enthusl 
astic. “ You have the best located city I 
have seen on the coast,” be said. “ My 
impressions to-day are very remarkable, 
because I had heard recently that wbut 
is 
termed 
‘ the 
bottom ’ 
had 
fallen out of your City of the 
4 ngels. But what a surprise I have 
had. Prosperity shown in every quar­ 
ter. 
Handsome and imposing basinets 
block? and palatial private residences, 
while the streets are teeming with a well 
satisfied and happy looking class of pe< 
pie. 1 want to tell you, though, how 
disgusted 1 am at your new Federal 


building. It is a farce to put up a struc­ 
ture of that size in a city like this. 
Why, it would be inadequate enough 
for 
the present, let alone 
the 
future for which the consideration should 
have been taken. There has been a ter­ 
rible mistake somewhere, and steps 
should be at once taken to rectify it, 
before it is too late. You have not got 
enough room there; a building such as 
you require cannot be placed on such a 
small plot of land, even though it should 
tower to the sky.” The Senator then 
continued, expressing his views similarly 
on the matter t o a number cf gentlemen 
present, who had joined in the conver­ 
sation. 
TIIE PROGRAMME. 
At 4 o’clock the senatorial party left in 
a special for Santa Monies, where they 
remaiued over night, the guests of Mrs. 
Senator Jones. They will return to town 
earlv this morning and take a trip over 
to Pasadena, arranging their excursion 
there so as to be back in time to catch 
the 1:30 p. m. overland train.

The return trip will be made via the 
Northern Pacific and a ten days’ lay-over 
made at the Yellowstone National Park 
It is desired to be back in Washington 
by the 1st of July.

The vote, however, stood 191 for and 113 
against, so that the proposition was not 
carried.

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DEATH OF VOLNEY E. HOWARD. 


A U re a l m an P asses Q u ietljr A w a y . 
The people of thin city were p-reatlv 
shocked yeaterday morning to learn that 
General Volney E. Howard, one of our 
oldest and moBt conspicuous citizens, had 
died. The career of this distinguished 
American is instructive and filled with 
interest. 
Volney E. Howard was born in Oxford 
county, Maine, on October 22, 1809. His 
lather, Richard Howard, a farmer, was a 
man of considerable literary attainments, 
the bent of whose mind íb somewhat in­ 
dicated by the two names given by him 
to his eldest son—Volney Erskine. The 
mother, Mehitable Root, was the daugh­ 
ter of a Universalist m inister of Borne re­ 
pute. 
Young Howard bad the usual ex­ 
perience of a bright, ambitious New 
England boy. 
In the intervals of his 
labors on the farm he got some school­ 
ing, and finally attended the Bloomfield 
Academy, and’afterwards the Wateryille 
College, with w hat diligence and profit 
his after career will demonstrate. He af­ 
terwards studied law with Felix Sprague, 
Senator and E . H. Lombert, at Water- 
ville. 
In his 22d year he was offered 
a partnership 
by an 
uncle, N. G. 
Howard, who was practicing law in 
Mississippi, and in 1832 set out for that 
S tate; but after a long and tedious jour­ 
ney, indispensable in those days, he 
found, upon his arrival, that his uncle 
had been dead for some weeks, and 
young Howard was thrown upon his own 
resources, slender, indeed, pecuniarily, 
but as the event proved, ample enough 
in other respects. He at onco devoted 
himself to the prosecution of his law 
studies, was soon adm itted to the bar, 
and commenced practice at Brandon. 
The reputation made by young Howard, 
at so able a bar as was that of Missis­ 
sippi at that time, composed, as it was, 
of men of the stamp of 8. S. Prentiss, 
General Quitman, George Poindexter, 
Robert J. Walker, etc., is evidenced by 
the fact that he was a member of the 
Legielatnre in 1836, at which session 
Robert J. W alker was for the first time 
elected to the United States Senate, 
Howard taking an active part in hie 
election,he being even then a pronounced 
Democrat, 
That Howard had been 
successful in his practice, is shown by 
the fact that he was a short time after 
this able to purchase the Miasiatipptan, a 
newspaper which ne so ably edited that 
it became perhaps the most powerful 
Democratic organ of the Southwest. 
In 
1830, Howard was deputed to carry to 
Washington the State electoral vote for 
Van Buren, and while at the Capital he 
married Catherine Elizabeth Gooch, a 
native of Massachusetts, a young lady of 
more than ordinary literary at'ainments, 
and who has been his life-long compan­ 
ion, and has borne to him a large family 
of children, ten in number. 
Upon ins return from Washington he 
was appointed Reporter of the Supreme 
Court of the State, and the well-known 
seven volumee of Howard’s Mississippi 
Reporta attest his industry and capacity. 
He at the same time took an active 
part in ¡o itics, and attained eo high 
a 
reputation 
as 
an 
able speaker 
even among the remarkable men who 
were then prominent in Mississippi, that 
in 1840 he was the nominee of the Dem­ 
ocratic party for Congress. In the contest 
he was defeated by Governor Tucker, the 
Whig candidate, although he ran 1,000 
votes ahead ol his ticket. 
W hen in the Legislature he voted 
against the bill by which the State guar­ 
anteed the issueof the Union Bank, and 
afterwards severely criticized,in the press, 
the management of the bank. 
He was 
chosen by the Democracy to answer I he 
challenge of Mr. Prentiss to a discussion 
of the currency question at Jackson, 
which polemical pasrage at arms has ever 
been considered a famous event in the 
history of 
Mississippi. 
Old 
Whigs 
claimed of course, the victory for Pren­ 
tiss, and old Democrats claimed that 
Howard carried off the palm. 
But the 
mere fact of such a contest with such a 
man, shows the standing to which How­ 
ard had attained. 
Mr. Howard’s predictions were veri­ 
fied. 
The bank became hopelessly in­ 
volved. 
Howard, severely, and as was 
his wont all through life, fearlessly criti­ 
cised the bank officers, and Hiram Run­ 
nels, the President of the bank, chal­ 
lenged Howard, a call which no man 
could afford to refuse in those days. The 
meeting took place at Columbus, and 
Howard was shot, the ball striking a rib 
and coursing around the brea6t. A re­ 
action was created by the insolvency of 
the guaranteed bank, and the question of 
repudiation arose. 
Although he had 
opposed the assumption, Mr. Howard 
took his stand against repudiation, and 
became so much disgusted by the success 
of the repudiation party that he moved 
liis family to New Orleans and was ad­ 
mitted to that b ar; but as Texas was on 
the point of being adm itted to the Union, 
he determined that this was a better field 
for his future work. 
The steamers, being all crowded by 
the transportation of fruits, he took his 
family in a sailing vessel to Port Labaca, 
and then went along the San Antonio to 
Bexar. 
Being much pleased with the 
country, he returned to Port Labaca for 
his family, which he transported in ox­ 
carts to San Antonio, attended one term 
of court and then returned to Mississippi 
to transact some unfinished business. 
How he was appreciated in his new com­ 
munity was evidenced by his election 
during his absence, as a member of the 
Convention to frame the Constitution for 
the new State. 
The condition of the 
country at th a t time is evidenced by the 
fact that, while on the way to Austin 
from San Antonio, in company with 
other members of the Convention, the 
horseB of the party were all stolen by 
the 
Comanches, near Braunfels, and 
the party was obliged to prosecute its 
journey 
in 
an 
ox-cart 
procured 
at Braunfels. 
Mr. Howard took an 
influential part in the framing of the 
Constitution. It is interesting to note 
that one day while the Convention was 
in session a herd of buffaloes stampeded 
through the town, and the Convention 
adjourned for a buffalo hunt, 
Mrs. Howard joined her husband at 
Austin, traveling under the care of Col. 
Jack Haves. She relates that she was 
much alarmed when camping at a spring 
for the night upon learning that the 
Comanches had killed two Mexicans on 
the night before, but Hayes assured her 
that it was the safest spot in TexaH, as 
the Indians never struck twice in the 
same place at so short an interval. 
Mr. Howard’s career at the Texas bar 
was prolonged and successful, and ho 
may be considered to have been the 
leader of the bar of Western Texas from 
the time of the admission of the State 
until he left it. lie was elected to Con­ 
g 


ees in 1850, and re-elected in 1852. 
oth on account of his natural abilities, 


Mr. Clay, who had come into the House 
during the course of the final debate and 
vote, is said to have been so completely 
overcome as to burst im o tears, declaring 
that the country was saved from civil 
war. 
In 1858, on account of his familiarity 
with the Spanish graDt law, the Califor­ 
nia delegation recommended the ap­ 
pointment of Mr. Howard as United 
States Attorney to the Land Commission 
to settle titles in California. 
He came 
to California in this capacity, but, after a 
few months, resigned, and commenced 
the practice of law in San Erancieco, 
and sent for his family, who arrived via 
New Orleans and Nicaragua, on the 1st 
of January, 1854. Mr. Howard at once 
took a prominent position at the Califor­ 
nia bar, especially in the management of 
land cases. 
He had a successful and 
lucrative practice in San Francisco, up to 
1856, when the celebrated vigilance com- 
mitiee of that year was organized. 
It 
declaiei martial law in San Francisco, 
and virtually governed the State by 
the point of the bayonet. Howard waB 
a strenuouB adveca’e of th9 supremacy 
of the law, and opposed the Vigilantes, 
taking the ground that any good which 
might be 
effected 
would 
be 
only 
temporary in its character, and that 
permanent evil effects would result from 
utter 
disregard 
of the 
constituted 
authorities and tribunals. 
The Gover­ 
nor issued a proclamation, ordering the 
Vigilance Committee to disband, but 
they defied this order. Thereupon the 
Governor called f.r the organization of 
State forceB to maintain its authority, 
and appointed General Howard to the 
command of the State Militia. How­ 
ever, the Vigilance Committee main­ 
tained its ground, and no success at­ 
tended the effort to put it down, but 
General Howard 
evinced a fearless 
character in his attem pt to effect what 
he considered the public welfare de­ 
manded. 
During this exciting time of 1856, when 
the State was virtually divided into two 
hostile camps, one at San Francisco and 
and another at Sacramento, General 
Howard removed to Sacramento, where 
he had some property, and remained 
there until 1858, when he moved to 
Oakland, and resumed his practice in 
San Francisco. 
But the part he had 
taken against the Vigilance Committee 
had gained for him much enm ity in ban 
Francisco, and having Borne property 
and many clients in Los Angeles, be re­ 
moved permanently to this place in 1861, 
and has ever since remained here, being 
always, we ma> say, foremost at the bar, 
in politics, and in the estimation of his 
fellow citizens. 
Volney E. Howard lias been from boy­ 
hood a staunch Democrat, and being a 
man of fearless independence of charac­ 
ter ,be has not hesitated, from time to 
time, to kick over the party traces. He has 
never joined aDy opposing party, but on 
several occasions, when he thought it 
opportune, initiated and carried to a suc­ 
cessful issue independent movements 
agaiubt the regular party organization; 
and hence during a series of years when 
the Democratic party in Los Angeles liad 
such a secure majority that the election 
of its nominees was a foregone conclusion, 
Howard was an object of terror to the 
party bosses, for they were never sure 
but that ‘'old Howard” would “ buck,” 
and elect an independent ticket. 
General Howard, from 1861 to 1870, 
was eo actively engaged in the practice 
of his profession, and not being much of 
a financier, with such a demand upon 
him for the continuance' of his practice, 
that he was never really in a position to 
accept honorary political preferments, 
but served several times as District At­ 
torney, and in 1878-9 was a member of 
the convention which framed our pres­ 
ent Constitution, and it may justly 
he said, the most prominent member of 
that body. At the close of thesossion 
he was attacked at Sacramento with 
pneumonia, and going to San Francisco 
was taken down severely with the dis­ 
ease, and imprudently, for a man of his 
age, got out of his bed to take an active 
part in the campaign of that year, eo that 
at its close he waa completely exhausted, 
ami never again recovered his natural 
robust health. 
He was elected Judge of the Superior 
Court of Los Angeles in that year (hav­ 
ing declined the nomination for the Su­ 
preme Bench) and served out his term, 
retiring at its end, hie health being too 
feeble to continue in harness.

With the death yesterday of General 
Volney E. Howard, one of the most dis­ 
tinguished citizens of California and of 
the Kepublic passed away. It would be 
difficult to name on eminent American 
who has figured at the bar or in the 
forum during the past fiity years of whom 
General Howard waB cot the peer in all 
the qualities and acquirements that goto 
make up a personality of intellectual dis­ 
tinction. A sa jurist and constitutional 
lawyer he was perhaps without an equal 
in this State. His oratorical powers 
were graced by a diction of surpassing 
parity and a style of captivating charm 
He was always interesting, and at times 
he rose to a height of eloquence which is 
only reached by the grea'est orators. 
His celebrated ipeech in the Constitu­ 
tional Convention, on the relation of 
railroad corporations to the people, was 
pronounced by even the very eminent 
men upon the floor who took issue with 
him, as the mcst masfeily speech of the 
whole session. 
His logic was clear and 
striking; his sarcasm keen as the edge of 
Saladin’s scimitar; his power of state­ 
ment luminous and graphic. In terse 
and epigrammatic sentence he was fer­ 
tile, and even profuse. In impu^Bioced 
arraign rent., especially when his sense 
of wrong or injustice was aroused, he 
was withering and overwhelming. When 
in this vein, and the coca-ion called it 
forth, he was a terror 10 those who fell 
a'hwait the lancinating excoriation of 
Ida invective. He was most dangerous 
when his expressive lip was curled with 
a smile and a peculiar spaikle, as if of 
homor, larked in his piercing eye. It 
was the-* that those who had studied 
him on the platform would predict 
the avalanche. This country has pro­ 
duced but few men with a more 
CQrr.prcbeneive cr absorbing mind, and 
noue stored with a wider cr mo:e 
judiciously selected range of literature. 
His memory was one of great strength 
and tenacity. 
Whatever he lead wa9 
■towed away, and subject to call when 
required. The amplitude of his knowledge 
was truly astonishing. No subject, how­ 
ever recondite or complex, had escaped 
the tireless industry of his research, and 
he was always ready to invest it with an 
interest and an originality of treit- 
ment that stomped him as one 
who?e 
investigations 
were 
accom­ 
panied with the penetrating power 
of the deep thinker. He was a states­ 
man in the highest sente, far he believed 
that all practical applications cf tLe 
science cf government should be put into 
force aud effect, not for a class or for 
classes, but for the benefit of the whole 
people. A graduate of the Jacksonian 
school, he was firm and immovable in 
his political principles. His party might, 
in the banda of time-servers and trim­ 
mers, veer to the right orto the left, but 
, he was as tiuo to the point of direction 
as the needle to the pole. His courageous 
nature was incapable of fear, and when he 
knew and felt he was right, his firmness 
became so fixed in its purpose that no 
amount of danger could turn him from 
his course. Had he been more politic, 
more suave and bendiDg in his character, 
mere flexible to his own personal inter­ 
ests, he might have left his children 
greater riches as the world geos, but he 
could not have left them a more lofty and 
honorable heritage than that which de­ 
cencia to them from his pure and an- 
nntulUod name and hie great and lasting 
fame.

Prospective llect Sugar In ­ 
d u stry. 
Mr. Claus Spreckels has sailed for 
Europe to make initial arrangements for 
the active inauguration, on the very ex­ 
tensive scale already outlined, of the 
beet sugar industry of this State. He 
will study the economics of the industry 
in the great German factories, and return 
here next September charged with 
special knowledge that wili be of great 
value to this State. His eon, John I). 
Spreckels, is very enthusiastic over the 
prospects of the projected enterprise, and 
has been interviewed by a San Francisco 
reporter on the Bubject. He 6aid: 
There are a great many things to be 
considered by the public in reviewing 
this promising industry, that is to be­ 
come, in the course cf time, quite a 
factor in the history of California and 
ber numerous industries. Uur new fac 
tories will be supplied with machinery 
from California workshops, except in the 
case of a few pieces, which will have to 
be brought from Germany. The ex­ 
penses of each factory will amount to at 
the least $100,000 per month, or a total 
of $1,000,000 for the ten factories, at the 
lowest calculations, exclusive of what we 
will have to pay the farmers for beets. The 
factories will produce 50,000 tons of 6ugar 
annually, which means a production 
of 500,000 tons of beets in this State. No 
beets will be imported, as enough can be 
raised in this State to supply the entire 
country. 
Beets can be raised very 
cheaply, and the returns are quite profit 
able to the farmer. This fact alone will 
cause a large number of farmers and 
grape powers, who are « oDtinnally ex­ 
periencing the loss of their crops, to 
give up their present pursuits and enter 
into that of beet raising. We have teited 
the soil all over the State, and from the 
results obtained from our analysis cf the 
earth we find it well adapted to the grow­ 
ing of our necessary product. 
“ A map has te?n arranged by us, 
showing the most advantageous portions 
of the State, from which wo will make 
cur «election cf sites for the factories. 
“ Wherever a factory is built there will 
be an immediate expenditure of about 
$500,000. A distribution of this amount 
of money in a half populated section of 
the State will naturally result in a boom 
to it and the surrounding country. 
“ The be ?t skilled labor will be required 
in cur factories, such as chemists and 
engineers. 
Young men will have a 
chance to become educated in those 
branches. A new patent is to be adopted 
by us in manufacturing our beat sugar. 
After the final operation in the pro­ 
cess of 
nnikfrg beet sugar, there 
always remains an amount of mo­ 
lasses which is generally disposed of by 
foreign beet sugar producers. Now, we 
have obtained the exclusive right to a 
new patent, known es the ‘S'efiencche 
separating process,’ which we propose to 
use in separating and obtaming a low 
grade of sugar from this molasses, com­ 
monly termed ‘grocers’ yellow.’ This 
process is a saving in the manufacture of 
heet sugar, and peim itsus to obtain mere 
from the beet. 
“ No, we have not as yet definitely de­ 
cided upon the locations for our factories 
and, if we had, it would not do for us to 
make them public, as people would 
place a value on their lands that would 
prevent us from purchasing them. Oper­ 
ations will be commenced for the con­ 
struction of the first factory as scon as 
ray father returns from Europe.” 
The adapt, ibility cf great districts in 
this section if the Stat?, and especially 
of extensive tract* in this county, to the 
successful cultivation of the sugar beet 
has already been demonstiated. 
There 
will doubtless be one or more factories 
established in Los Angeles county if onr 
farmers will guarantee beet crops. The 
expsriments made ten years ago in the 
Bngar beet near Florence were successful. 
A beet was raised there which was 
pronounced superior in saccharine matter 
to the beet raised at Alvarado, and the in­ 
dustry would at that time have been es­ 
tablished here, if it had net been for the 
incompetency of the man who ncdertook 
to handie the sugar factory. With such 
factories as Spreckels will put up and 
with the competent, trained men he will 
place in charge, there will be no chance 
fcr a failure.

The visit to Los Angeles, short though 
it be, of the eminent Senatorial Com­ 
mittee who arm -d yesterday, will bring 
before the Upper House of the National 
Legislature eomo of our Federal claims 
to aid in a way that cannot but be 
effectual.

In the 
city there is a great deal of substantial 
improvement being made. Solid blocks 
of trick and mortar ere being upreared, 
and many fine residences are being pnt 
np.

Yester­ 
day the wcrk cf excavating a let cn Fort 
street, just below Second, was begun. 
Here a five-story building is to be erected 
with a frontage of 120 feet on the street, 
and a depth of 200 feet. It will cost $200,000 
probably to finish. It is long-headed 
people who are building now. Bricks 
can probably be purchased for $5 or $6 
per thousand. Lumber is fully one-third 
cheaper than it was during the rash of 
bnilding, and labor is as much lower. 
A saving of fully fi*ty per cent, can be 
made in the errction of a brick block, 
and frame struck ores are fully one-third 
cheaper.

SUPREME COURT DECISIONS. 
Among the Supreme Court Decisions 
yesterday wbh No. 220, Wallace Doug­ 
lass. jlaintiff in error, vs. Chas. W. 
Lewis et al., in error to the Supreme 
Court of the Teiritory of New Mexico. 
Judgment affirmed with cosis. Opinion 
by Chief Joe tice Fuller. 
The Chief Justice announced the al­ 
lotment of Justice Harlan to the Sixth 
Circuit. 
THOSE OKLAHOMA SETTLERS. 
Attorney-General Miller has received a 
report from United States Marshal Jones, 
of Kansas, in regard to the conduct of 
him«elf and deputies on the opening of 
Oklahoma. 
Marshal Jones says: “I 
ordered from my old, experienced depu­ 
ties, four, together with three nBW ap 
pointees, to Guthrie to protect the home- 
seekers a gainst lawlessness from and 
after that critical mo:c ent (April 22d), 
where there had been stationed two or 
three companies of United Slates troop* 
to preBcrve peace, up to that date whose 
functions ceased ai the very moment 
when the greatest difficulties were likely 
to occur, and when thousands of home- 
seekers, business men, gamblers and 
w hisky dcile'S rushed from the incoming 
trains and private conveyances, until, 
within twenty-fours, the entire face of 
the country was dotted with homestead­ 
ers’ tents, and two or three cities of from 
1,000 to 1,500 inhabitants, born in one 
day, proved to me the necessity of a 
respectable number of deputy mar­ 
sh ids. At Kingfisher I ordered two old 
deputies of experience and a new man. 
At Darlington, Fort Reno, I made no 
change, aud ut Oklahoma City I ordered 
four. At the request of the officer com­ 
manding the troops at St. Alfred f ;r u 
marshal to capture horse tliovés, 1 ftp 
pointed A couple of deputies and pent 
them to that puint. I also appointed, at 
tho request ot the officer at the Atchison 
railroaJ, eight of their employees, most 
of whom were conductora, and who wer6 
kept constantly passing through tho Ter­ 
ritory in anticipation of lawlessness on 
the trains. The full number of deputy 
marshals in Oklahoma, appointed by 
me, is nineteen, besides eight tempora­ 
rily appointed at the request of the rail­ 
road company. I believe that a few of 
my deputies have attempted to file on as 
many tracts of land in the Territory, 
but I know that many of them 
La*e 
not, 
and 
while 
I 
in 
strncted them not to do so, when tbev 
saw themselves surrounded by from 500 
to 700 persona at Guthrie, and a‘ least 
one-half that number at Oklahoma, 
wailing for the hour of 12 tr come, I do 
not wonder that some of the deputies, 
who were serving without pay aud only 
there in the interests of good order, took 
tLe fever and attempted to get a home. 
As to mvself, I never attempted to home­ 
stead u foot of land, either in Oklahoma 
or any other Territory or State.” 
In a postscript Marshal Jones says : 
“The country is absolutely quiet in Okla­ 
homa, and Í am aft-onished at the false 
reports of bloodshed circulated by the 
papers. There has not been a single 
person killed by violence in that Terri­ 
tory since the 22nd of April.” 
The report is dated May 9th. It is un­ 
derstood that the Attorney-General is not 
satibfle 1 with the report, and will call 
upon the Marshal for a supplemental re­ 
port, giving lhe name of each officer who 
filed a claim, and a description of the 
land secured by him, together with an 
account of the attending circumstances. 
thomas’s im proved monitor. 
The Naval Boord of Design has com­ 
pleted plans for the two thoueand-ton 
gunboats, which will coon he published, 
and is now hard at work upon the details 
of the construction of the Thomas ship. 
This vessel will mark a departure in the 
practice of naval designing, as her gen 
eral plan waB originated outside of the 
Navy Department by Representative 
Thomas, a member of tho Naval Commit­ 
tee of tho last House of Representatives. 
Much work yet remains to he done upon 
the plans by the Department. Tho vessel 
is to be of a modified Monitor type, and 
her peculiarities will be in her heavy 
ordnance, great defensive power, and 
ability to make long cruices with her 
ample ccal capacity, differing, in this last 
respect, from the old Monitor type. 
TALK 18 CHEAP, MR. TRACEY. 
Secretary Tracey has issued a general 
order calling attention to the repeated 
acts of heroism of William Fooye, a sea­ 
man of the Vandalia who jumped over­ 
board on February 23d anil March 9th 
last, in the harbor of Apia, and rescued 
shipmates from drowning; and again, on 
tho latter date, when the ship’s propel- 
lor was fouled by a rope, during a heavy 
swell, disabling the engines at a limo 
when the vessel’s position was unsafe. 
The Secretary says: “Such bravcsry and 
devotion to duty merit the highest 
praise. The Department directs that 
this order be read at headquarters, on 
board all ships of the Navy in commis­ 
sion.” 
AN OLD WOODEN WAB-SHIP. 
The U. 8. Steamer Monocacy was to 
have been sold at auction to-day at Yo­ 
kohama, but an order froA the Navy De­ 
partment has been telegraphed Btoppmg 
the sale. 
The Monocacy is an old 
wooden vessel which lias been on the 
China Station so long that it would not 
be safe to undertake to bring her acrosB 
the Pacific to the United 8tates. Several 
times the Department has decided to sell 


her, but the order has always been re­ 
voked at the last moment. Not long ago 


a board of appraisement was ordered, 
but, «iter doing their duty in the matter 
of appraisement, the board recommended 
that the Monocacy be repaired, and for 
this reason her sale lias again been post­ 
poned. 
THE DUTY ON IMPORTED LEAD. 
There wae a conference at the Arling­ 
ton Hotel, thiB evening, of gentlemen in­ 
terested in the lead mining and smelt­ 
ing industries, for the purpose of agree­ 
ing upon a plan of procedure at the 
hearing to bo given them to morrow by 
Assistant Secretary Tichenor, of the 
Treasury Department. 
They desire to 
secure u modification of the ruling of the 
I apartment, holding that whenever silver 
forms the component material of chief 
value in the importation of silver 
and lead ores, tho lead ore ns well as the 
silver ore shall be entitled to customs 
entry free of duty. It is asserted that, 
under this ruling, largo quantities of lead 
ore are being imported free of duty from 
Mexico, to the serious injury of the lead 
industry of the United States. It is con­ 
tended (hat the ruling of the department 
is erroneous, aud that it was the inten­ 
tion of Congress to make the lead ores 
dutiable where thero was a greater quan­ 
tity of lead than of silver in the import 
ation, uotwithstaudiug that the value of 
the silver might be greater than that of 
tho lead. 
The importation of silver 
with lead, it is alleged, is made, 
in 
muny 
cases, 
for 
no 
other 
purpose than to evade payment of the 
duty on the lead. It is 6aid that tho per­ 
sons at the conference reprepeut fully 
$100.000,000, ami that the admission of 
lead free of duty affects their business to 
the extent of $1,000,000.

12, 1888, to two years’ imprisonment in 
the County Jail and $300 fine, the Presi­ 
dent has granted a pardon on the ground 
that the prisoner has now served eight 
months ot the sentence, is a feeble old 
man, very poor, and unable to pay the 
fine. 
VERY CLOSE CALCULATION. 
The recent count of the money at the 
New York sub-treasury revealed a dis­ 
crepancy of $35 out of the total sum of 
$184,000,000 to be accounted fer. 
The 
shortage resulted from the acceptance 
of a few counterfeit notes in the hurry of 
business, ami by the ioss of a few pieces 
of silver. The loss was promptly made 
good, and a receint in full given to ex­ 
Treasurer llvatt, who was responsible 
under his bond for the entire amount.

tion of silver are bondholders, persons 
havirg fixed annuities and others cf that 
class. 
By the dem onetization of silver, 
both debts and fixed 
incomes 
b e­ 
come 
greatly 
enlarged. 
England 
is 
the 
creditor 
country, 
and 
the 
ruling classes are largely bond-holders. 
Any dem onetization of silver would give 
that country an im m ense advantage over 
this in commercial activity. The enter- 
prite and progress which were universal 
from 1850 to 1875 were checked by the 
dem onetization of silver, and the price of 
property and services has now reached a 
lower print than at any time during the 
century. 
Bonds resting on undoubted 
securities have increased enormously. 
Senator Stewart. anuouDced him self as 
not opposed to a national banking sys- 
t°m . hut held the banks to blame for the 
reduction of silver coinage. 
Congress 
was in favcr of an increased coinage, and 
the fault heretofore has been witn the 
Executive. 
H e hoped, within twelve or 
eighteen m onths, to see silver restored to 
par in the United States as a truly Ameri­ 
can policy. 
A series of resolutions were adopted 
by the Chamber of Commerce declaring 
that the dem onetization of ail ver in the 
United States was folly, and its result 
ruinous to the country; that it is the 
duty of Congress to enact the free use of

The strikers’ interview with the E m ­ 
peror to-day lasted fifteen m inutes.

Kaiser gravely listened to the grievances 
of the strikers and occasionally asked 
questions.

“ Tell your fellow-workmeu,” he added,

will order the troops to batter and shoot 
rhe rioters; while, if they are quiet, the 
Emperor will protect them .”
